Did You Know? 

One day in 1819 a Danish phy¬ 
sicist, Hans Christian Oersted, was 
lecturing at the University of Kiel, 
which was then a Danish town. De¬ 
monstrating a galvanic battery, he 
held up a wire leading from it when 
it suddenly slipped out of his hand 
and fell on the table across a ma¬ 
riner’s compass that happened to 
be there. As he picked up the wire 
again he noticed to his astonishment 
that the needle of the compass no 
longer pointed north, but had 
swung completely out of position. 
He switched the current off, and 
the needle pointed north again. 

For a few months he mused over 
this incident, and eventually wrote 
a short report on it. No one could 
have been more surprised than Oer¬ 
sted at the extraordinary impact 
which his discovery made on phy¬ 
sicists all over Europe and America. 
At last the long-sought connection 
between electricity and magnetism 
had been found! Yet neither Oer¬ 
sted nor his colleagues could fore¬ 
see the paramount importance of 
this phenomenon, for it is the con¬ 
nection between electricity and 
magnetism on which the entire 
practical use of electricity in our 
time is founded.

Superstitious? 

Fear of the figure 13 goes back 
to antiquity and is found in Norse 
mythology. It stems from a fable 
about a banquet held in Valhalla, 
to which 12 gods had been invited.

Nowadays Italian lot- 
terries, for instance, never use the 
number 13, France never uses it 
for house numerals (some French¬ 
men even make money out of the 
superstition by hiring themselves 
out as the 14th guest at dinner par¬ 
ties), and in Canada many big of¬ 
fice buildings, apartments and hotels 
skip the 13th floor by some kind of 
miracle. 

On the other hand, I Ching, the 
2,500-year-old Chinese book of num¬ 
bers, regards the number 13 as pos¬ 
itive, vibrant, a life-force. So to 
each his own superstition.

NORWEGIAN PROGRAM 
RADIO CKUA, JAN. 25/70 

Olaf Sveen: 

Today we are going to have an¬ 
other talk on Norse mythology. The 
old Northmen had colourful gods 
and godesses, among them Tyr, who 
has one day of the week, Tuesday, 
named after him; Wednesday is 
named after Odin, and Thursday is 
named after Thor, and Friday is the 
day of the godess Frigg. 

We have with us again Dr. 
Charles Bourassa, and my daughter, 
Ingrid, will ask him some questions 
about the Northmen religion: 


Last time we got an idea of the 
way the world was organized ac¬ 
cording to old Norse beliefs. Should 
we talk about some of the gods now? 

Dr. Bourassa: 

Yes, let’s start with Odin. He is 
usually described as chief among 
the gods. We mentioned last time 
that by sacrificing himself to him¬ 
self he was able to gain the secrets 
of runic writing and several power¬ 
ful spells. He became preeminently 
wise by sacrificing one of his eyes. 
The story is that one of the frost 
giants was extremely wise. This 
Jotun was called Mimir and owned 
a magic spring that arose near one 
of the roots of the world tree. This 
well was a well of wisdom and in 
drinking from it one gained wisdom. 
The Jotun bargained with Odin 
and eventually Odin gave up one 
of his all seeing eyes to drink of wis¬ 
dom. Thus Odin is the one-eyed 
god. 

From his high seat on Asgard he 
watches over all the world. On his 
shoulder are two ravens Hugen and 
Munin (thought and memory) which 
bring him news. Odin was also 
known as the spear-god. His own 
spear would strike whatever he 
aimed it at. Apparently people sac¬ 
rificing to Odin were marked with 
a spear, that is, stabbed with a 
spear. 

Odin is the most mystical and 
difficult of the gods to understand. 
He was an extremely treacherous 
god who frequently incited relatives 
to kill one another. There are sev¬ 
eral stories in which he breaks his 
pledges and dishonors himself to 
gain his own ends. He frequently 
disguised himself and appeared 
among men to cause warfare, He 
was able to change shape and the 
story of how he came to bring poet¬ 
ry to man displays some of Odin’s 
characteristics. From his high seat 
he sees a Jotun maiden guarding 
vats which contain mead so potent 
that when consumed it caused the 
dringers to speak in poetry. In order 
to gain the power of poetry, Odin 
first changed himself to a snake so 
as to worm into the room in which 
the mead was kept, Next he changed 
to a handsome man. He managed 
to seduce the Jotun girl so that she 
offered him a single sip of mead but 
instead he drank it all and flew off 
as an eagle. 

Odin as we see him is a war god. 
He selects the bravest warriors who 
fall in battle to join him in Asgard. 
These warriors are to be used in the 
final great battle at the end of the 
world. While waiting for this bat¬ 
tle they fight one another all ddty 
and feast all night. He was thought 
to support certain warriors in battle 
but such support could not be re¬ 
lied upon for Odin often turned the 
battle against the bravest warriors in 
order to add them to his troop of 
slain heroes. 

Those who worshipped Odin were 
probably the warriors. He seems to 


offer little to those who followed 
more peaceful pursuits. 

Ingrid: 

We hear a lot about Thor. My 
father tells me that Thursday is 
named after Thor. What can you 
tell us about Thor? 

Dr. Bourassa: 

Thor was the strongest of the 
gods. He had a bristling red beard 
and a fierce temper but in general 
could be counted on to help humans, 
and was believed to hold the Jotuns 
in check. He had a magic hammer, 
the Mjolnir, which destroyed what¬ 
ever it struck, usually a giant. If 
you remember a few years ago when 
Ingemar Johansson was world 
heavyweight boxing champion, he 
called his right first Mjolnir. Thor 
also had an iron glove and a magic 
belt which greatly increased his al¬ 
ready enormous strength. If Thor 
heard of any Jotuns attempting to 
leave Jotunheim he dashed off to 
fight them. He travelled in a cart 
drawn by two wild billy goats. 
Lightning flashed from their hooves 
and thunder rolled from the wheels 
of his cart. During thunderstorms 
we know that Thor is hurling his 
hammer. 

Thor was apparently very widely 
worshipped and probably in Viking 
times was a more popular god than 
Odin. 

Ingrid: 

Were there any gods who were 
more peaceful? 

Dr. Bourassa: 

Yes, there were many. We have 
to remember that even during Vi¬ 
king times the bulk of the people 
raised crops and farmed. There 
were several gods who were called 
on to insure good crops and fertile 
fields and these gods seem to have 
been gentle and likeable creatures. 
Some of these are said to be of a 
different race of gods. Odin and his 
brood were the Aesir gods. The 
other group were the Vanir gods. 
The Aesir and Vanir battled for 
some time but neither was able to 
win a complete victory and matters 
were finally arranged so that each 
group sent hostages to the other 
group and thus made peace. This 
story may represent an ancient of 
changes in religious practice in 
which old fertility gods (the Vanir) 
were gradually replaced by a more 
warlike gods (the Aesir). I n any 
case these gods Njord, and Frey 
and Frey’s sister Freya, were of the 
Vanir and assured good winds, gen¬ 
tle rains and rich crops. We already, 
in the program on Christmas, men¬ 
tioned that Frey was worshipped 
as a fertility god and the boar, his 
sacred animal, was sacrificed to him. 

Of the Aesir, Balder was the best 
beloved. He was also a fertility god. 
It was said that flowers grew up 
where he walked. He was extremely 
gentle and wise and the Aesir often 
turned t o him for advice. It was 
Balder’s death that led to Ragnorok, 
the end of the world. 

Ingrid: 

Are those the main gods? 

Dr. Bourassa: 

There were actually several more 
but they seem not to have been so 
important. There was for example, 
Heimdall who was the watchman of 
the gods. He guarded the rainbow 
bridge, bifrost, which led from the 
earth, midgard, toAsgard the home 
of the gods. He had a trumpet, the 
Gjallarhorn, to blow when danger 
approached. It was the sound of 
this trumpet which would signal the 
approach of the Jotuns and the be¬ 
ginning of Ragnorok. 

There was also a good, Ull, who 
was god of skiers. You already men¬ 
tioned that Thursday is really a 
rememberence of Thor and to show 


that others of the Norse gods are 
still remembered you might look at 
the buttons on this ski sweater I am 
wearing. You can see a tiny figure 
on skis and underneath is written 
ULLR. So the Norse gods, at least, 
are not all dead. 

Ingrid: 

You haven’t said anything yet 
about the goddesses. 

Dr. Bourassa: 

That’s true. There were, of 
course, many goddesses. Most of 
these seem to be fertility figures of 
some sort and there are numerous 
stories about them, but in general 
we know much less about the god¬ 
desses than about the gods. This 
may mean they were less important 
or that they were less interesting. In 
any case with the limited time we 
have, I thought it might be best to 
say little about them because they 
seem to contribute little toward 
our understanding of the outlook of 
the Norse in Viking times. Perhaps 
on another program we could talk 
about the goddesses. 

Ingrid: 

You mentioned that there were 
stories about the goddesses and you 
told us a couple of stories about 
Odin. How he gained wisdom and 
poetry. Are there stories about the 
other gods. 

Dr. Bourassa: 

Yes, there are. Again w e don’t 
have time to tell them all. There are 
many stories about Thor however. 
One, I find enjoyable tells that 
Thymir, one of the Jotun, steals 
Thor’s hammer. Thymir demands 
Freya, one of the most beautiful of 
the goddesses, marry him before he 
returns the hammer. The Aesir know 
they are helpless against the Jotuns 
without Thor’s hammer but are hes¬ 
itant to allow Freya to go to such 
fate, so they decide to disguise Thor 
as a women, covering his limbs with 
a large bridal gown and his face 
with a veil, and sent him to marry 
Thymir. In those times to accuse a 
man of even acting like a woman 
was a deadly insult, so you can 
imagine how Thor felt. However, 
Thor reluctantly dresses in a bridal 
gown and accompanied Loki, who 
acts as a bridesmaid, arrives at the 
bridal feast. The bride immediately 
eats all the dainties set aside for the 
women and then devours eight sal¬ 
mon, a w h o 1 e ox and washes it 
down with three barrels of mead. 
Thymir is somewhat surprised and 
remarks he has seldom seen so hun¬ 
gry a bride. Loki explains that the 
bride has been too excited about the 
marriage to eat or drink for a week. 
“She has been pining away for you,” 
he says to Thymir. This causes the 
giant to try to kiss his bride and he 
pulls aside the veil but when he 
sees Thor’s flashing eyes he staggers 
back across the room as though 
struck i n the face. “Why do the 
bride’s eyes glow red as embers?” 
he asks. Loki explains she has not 
slept for a week. Thymir, all aflame, 
decides to complete the marriage 
immediately but as soon as he lays 
the bride price (Thor’s hammer) on 
the bride’s lap, Thor seizes the ham¬ 
mer, thunder rumbles, lightning 
•flashes and the giants are slain. And 
Thor has his hammer back. 

Ingrid: 

You haven’t mentioned Loki be¬ 
fore. Is he one of the gods? 

Dr. Bourassa: 

Loki is a force of evil, sly and 
cunning. He is not one of the gods, 
either Aesir or Vanir, but rather a 
handsome Jotun who somehow be¬ 
came blood brother of Odin. As you 
recall from our earlier programs, 
blood brotherhood was a sacred

VITAMIN A 
ESSENTIAL TO 
GOOD HEALTH 

Yes Canadians do get run down, 
so that they’re caught b y nasty 
colds, which prepares them for 
lingering bouts of influenza. Some¬ 
times the vision weakens and some¬ 
times a Canadian child doesn’t 
grow as it should. 

Blame the vitamin A that isn’t 
there. 

But vitamins don’t trot into a 
dish of their own accord. In our 
sloppy eating habits we fail to in¬ 
clude vitamin A in our diets, and 
the development of artificial dairy 
food substitutes robs us further. 

This is indicated in recent studies 
by the research division of the fed¬ 
eral health department’s food and 
drug directorate. 

The studies reveal that 10 per 
cent o f Canadians in five major 
cities had no detectable reserve of 
vitamin A at all and 21 per cent 
had no more than a newborn baby. 

One meal of liver can provide a 
full day’s requirement of the vita¬ 
min, plus a three-to-four-day re¬ 
serve. It is fairly easy, on a healthy 
diet, to store up a reserve of three 
months to a year. Hence the con¬ 
clusion that Canadian deficiencies 
seem all the more unnecessary. 

For some unexplained reason, 
Vancouver’s residents have only a 
15 per cent deficiency rate while in 
Montreal 40 per cent of the people 
tested showed insufficient reserves 
of vitamin A. 

The main sources of vitamin A, 
besides liver, are butter, whole 
milk, fruits and vegetables. But for 
economic or dietary reasons many 
Canadians are using margarine and 
skimmed milk — both of which are 
extremely low in vitamin A content 
unless fortified. 

To rectify any vitamin deficiency, 
follow these hints from the food and 
drug directorate: 

—In preparing baby formula, use 
whole milk or skimmed and partially 
skimmed milk which is specifically 
labelled vitamin A-enriched. 

—Eat two servings of both fruits 
and vegetables every day. 

—Use butter or fortified margarine 
in cooking; oils and shortenings do 
not contain vitamin A. 

—Eat liver once a week. 

—If you can’t get fresh food, take 
vitamin supplements and ask your 
doctor for advice.

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A JOURNEY TO REMEMBER

White House Lodge 
and Motel. 


This is the trip that Vagn and 
Margaret Jakobsen made from On¬ 
tario to 'White House Motel in 
Edgewater, which they took over 
March - April 1968. 

They had quite an experience 
coming this far. Their three children 
are Elizabeth, Colin and Penny. 
They have made a nice home for 
themselves and are still working to 
improve the place. Take a trip down 
there and see for yourself, you will 
have a very peaceful holiday. If 
you do and you can take a dip in 
the Radium .every day. See the Ad 
in this paper and phone or write 
for a reservation. 

We left Scarborough, Ontario 
about 9:30 a.m. in teeming rain. 
We had a good send : off with 20-25 
of our very good friends getting up 
early in bad weather, expecting us 
to leave at 8:00 a.m. 

Last minute packing in pouring 
rain hampered all operations. Brad¬ 
ley’s house resembled Union Station 
with people coming in and going 
out with boots and rubbers every¬ 
where. However, with much hoot¬ 
ing and hollering we pulled out, a 
truck with Volkswagen on a trailer 
followed by a Studebaker pulling 
the camping trailer, followed by 
Bradley’s car (fortunately returned 
by Satan’s Choice just in time). 

We travelled quite slowly up to 
the 401 and along it, surprisingly 
there was a lot of traffic for a Sat¬ 
urday and such bad weather, even 
when we turned on Highway 400 
it was heavy. We travelled up 400 
to the first service station and stop¬ 
ped for gas and refreshments and 
to say goodby to the Bradleys. 
There was much weeping and wail¬ 
ing, however, we tore ourselves 
away and continued on almost to 
Huntsville. 

When we started off again the 
rain had finally stopped. We had 
tea in a restaurant opposite the 
Dionne quintuplets home and then 
continued on. Some distance out 
of North Bay a car passed me 
waving and signalling, so I guessed 
there was something wrong. I signal¬ 
led Vagn to stop and we discovered 
one spring one the camping trailer 
was very low. The next service sta¬ 
tion we came to, we pulled in hop¬ 
ing to have it fixed. Fortunately for 
Elizabeth and Colin, it was an In¬ 
dian Trading Post (unfortuunately 
for my purse). Vagn decided the 
trouble was overloading, so since 
there were some cabins around, we 
decided they needed an extra box 
spring and double mattress, which 
we unloaded at the side of the sta¬ 
tion. The fellow there was unable 


to repair it, so we continued on to 
Timagami. By this time it was al¬ 
most dark. Timagami is a desperate 
looking place with no motels. How¬ 
ever I was so tired I would have 
stayed anywhere — which is exactly 
what we did. Vagn had some trouble 
finding a place to park the truck 
and then we booked in at the hotel 
— a typical Canadian small town 
hotel. The night we spent was hot, 
airless and smelly; I had a bath in 
an old-fashioned, dirty tub. Next 
morning we got up at 8:30 a.m. as 
the service station did not open un¬ 
til that time, it being Sunday. 

They took until 10:30 to fix it — 
fortunately it was a beautiful day. 
We moved off once again and it 
wasn’t long before I heard a queer 
noise in the trailer. More trouble, 
however, we continued with it to 
Kenogami where once again it had 
to be fixed. Thus we lost another 
hour and a half. On we went at 
2:00 p.m. as far as Smooth Rock 
Falls, where we stayed at a very 
nice motel appropriately named 
Moose Motel. 

Monday morning dawned after a 
very comfortable night and we were 
on our way by 8:00 a.m. The 
weather semeed quite bright and 
promising and we were all looking 
forward to doing lots of miles. 

We rattled through the pot-holed 
roads of Kapuskasing, called “The 
model town of the north and on to 
Hearst. By this time I remembered 
I had left our new Coleman jug in 
the bathtub at the Moose Motel, so 
rattled off a letter and posted it at 
Hearts. On all these stops we heard 
nothing but French and most places 
when they heard my English accent 
(or was it my imagination) they 
looked rather resentful — perhaps 
they always look like that. We look¬ 
ed our last on civilization at Hearst 
and started on the 130 miles stretch 
to Longlac. What desolation. Miles 
of scrubby fir tres, no houses, the 
only sign of life being two outposts 
of Trans Canada Pipe Lines. 

To make matters worse it started 
to rain heavily. We finally reached 
Longlac about 2:15. We planned to 
get to Nipigon, only another 119 
miles, so off we went. Everything 
went well until we reached 7 miles 
of unpaved, washed out, pot-holed 
road, still teeming with rain and 
this was a real torture test. Even 
after the 7 miles were past the 
roads were still treacherous; the 
chains holding the Volkswagen 
broke at the back, mud was flying 
everywhere, but we reached the 
Trans Canada Highway about 6:00 
p.m. After a trip or two back and 
forth into Nipigon, we found an ex¬ 
cellent Motel up Highway 17 and 
settled in. 

By this time Colin’s cold was at 
its zenith and Penny and Elizabeth 
had developed dandy ones as well. 
Only 65 miles to Port Arthur. 

Tuesday morning and up at 6:45. 
A foggy day with a light drizzle. 


We left shortly before 8:00 a.m. 
and drove for Port Arthur, where 
we made good time. We took a by¬ 
pass of the Twin Cities and ended 
up on a road with 10 miles of un¬ 
paved road. This cuts down time 
considerably as in spots we are 
down to 15 mph. However, we 
eventually got back to the main 
Highway where everything went 
well. A smooth road and not too 
many bumps. Of course the drizzle 
was still with us and some fog, but 
not too bad. It made the desolate 
country side seem worse though. 
We stopped at Ignace to eat and 
there changed the time. We left 
and started, to encounter a light 
snow, then the roads became coat¬ 
ed with slush and ice and it be¬ 
came hard going. When we reached 
Dryden, it had become a real snow¬ 
storm. 

I thought Vagn would have 
stopped, but he continued. The 
roads now were covered with quite 
a lot of snow and it was blowing 
badly. The centre line was only 
visible in spots. We reached Ver¬ 
million Bay, 58 miles from Kenora 
and fortunately Vagn turned in to 
an Esso station. They said there 
that it was bad to the other side 
of Kenora, so since there was a 
very nice motel on the other side 
of the road, we decided to stay. 

Wednesday morning we were 
awake at 5:30 — probably due to 
the time change. It was still snowing 
and looked exactly as it had done 
the night before, with snow and 
more snow, but there was no ques¬ 
tion as to what we should do. It is 
better to travel at 30 mph on bad 
roads than to sit in a motel doing 
nothing. The trip is telling on the 
children now. Each day thye are a 
little wilder when we get out of 
the car. 

We were ready to go at 7:00 a.m. 
and the car wouldn’t start. 

The temperature was about zero, 
so it wasn’t really surprising as we 
were using thin oil in the car. There¬ 
fore we had to wait until the motel 
owner was up to see if he had 
jumper cables. The 2 gas stations 
did not open until 8:00. However, 
he was up and out at 7:45, did 
have some jumper cables and away 
we went about 8:00 a.m. I had been 
asking at each gas station we stop¬ 
ped at since Port Arthur, for a map 
west of there and this was impos¬ 
sible to get; none of these places 
had any maps except Ontario and 
they said we’d would have to get 
one in Manitoba. 

To continue. The roads were snow 
covered, but for the most part not 
too bad to drive one. It was slow 
going with the snow still coming 
down and blowing. 

Near Kenora I had a bit of 
trouble with the trailer fishtailing 
which taxed my heart somewhat 
but nothing too serious. The local 
people must be quite used to these 
conditions, as they roared past at 
the first opportunity. The big trans¬ 
ports also roared past at 60 mph 
and obliterated one’s vision for a 
few seconds. We reached Kenora 
which seemed to be a good sized 
city, then stopped at Lake of the 
Woods to eat. 

Next morning the roads were 
sheer ice and covered with snow. 
We didn’t go too fast, but it wasn’t 
too bad. We then crossed the Mani¬ 
toba border and after a few yards 
the road improved 100 percent. 

The snow had been scraped and 
bared the road in patches and 
further on the whole road was bare. 
There was still the odd patch of 
snow, but nothing to worry about. 
Our speed went up and the road 
was straight and flat. Then the sun 
came out and it got hotter and 
hotter; so not being able to see 


out the back window for dirty snow 
and ice, I signalled to pull over on 
to the shoulder. 

I took it easy in stopping and had 
■no problem. When I got out Vagn 
was nowhere in sight. However, he 
eventually appeared and when he 
saw me started to slow down. He 
pulled over and braked gradually 
and got closer and closer until I 
realised he couldn’t stop and was 
going to hit the trailer. A few 
inches before he did he turned the 
wheel and went off the shoulder 
into deep snow with the front right 
wheel. He was pretty shaken and 
I couldn’t believe it, but it was ob¬ 
viously impossible to get out alone, 
there was no traction at the back 
because it was sheer ice under light 
snow. We had noticed a service 
station about 3 miles back, so away 
I went and tried to explain the 
situation and asked if they had a 
tow truck. 

They had no tow truck, so came 
in a pick-up, but when the driver 
saw the size of our truck he looked 
more than dubious. However, with 
a lot of squealing of tires and racing 
of engines, he got Vagn out which 
was a relief. We could see our truck 
load of furniture toppling over on 
one side. He only charged $2.00 for 
this mighty feat, so Vagn gave him 
another dollar for a beer for which 
he seemed pleased. 

We came to the outskirts of Win¬ 
nipeg and Vagn noticed the tire 
on the truck kept going down. The 
station where we stopped couldn’t 
change it and suggested a Husky 
at the other end of the by-pass. Off 
we went, missed the by-pass and 
went right through the middle of 
Winnipeg. Goodness knows how 
many amber lights I went through 
trying to keep up and some red 
ones I caught too, and then had to 
go like mad to catch up. We even¬ 
tually got to the Husky station 
where it would take an hour to 
change so Vagn suggested I take 
the children, go to Portage La 
Prairie and get a nice motel which 
I did. Vagn finally arrived and we 
had sofne Kentucky fried chicken 
sent in and afterwards went down 
to the office, where they served 
free coffee. So ended another event¬ 
ful day.

bond, and this protected Loki from 
the wrath of the other gods. In most 
stories he appears as the individual 
who causes great harm to occur. It’s 
the actions of Loki which brings a- 
bout Ragnorok. That is why I have 
saved him for the last. 

Loki, as one of the Jotun, bore 
an undying hatred for the gods and 
planned their downfall. Even though 
the gods knew this they were un¬ 
able to prevent it for, although they 
could struggle against it, their fates 
were determined by the spinning of 
the Norns. 

Loki’s offspring play an important 
role in the final battle so we had 
better describe them. Loki had three 
children by an old and evil Jotun 
woman. Odin felt no good could 
come of such children so he banned 
them from Asgard. One of the child¬ 
ren was a dragon and Odin placed 
it in the ocean. It grew until it com¬ 
pletely circled Midgard and was 
called the Midgard serpent. 

Another of the children was a 
hag. Her name was Hel and she was 
sent down to Niflheim to rule over 
the dead. The walls were a wicker¬ 
work of winding serpents, pitfall 
was her doorstep, sickbed was her 
room, her knife was hunger, her 
platter starvation. Her hound Garm 
stood guard to prevent the dead 
from leaving until at Ragnorok they 
would be released to wreak havoc 
among the living. 

The last of Loki’s brood was a 
monstrous wolf, the Fenris wolf. He 
was eventually tied by magic bonds. 
However, in order to tie him up the 
Aesic had to tell him it was only a 
game to see how strong he really 
was and promise to release him if 
he was unable to free himself. Even 
so the wolf was suspicious and said 
he would do as they asked only if 
one of the gods would place their 
arm in his mouth. Odin’s son Tyr 
agreed to do so and when the Fenris 
wolf found he was not to be released 
he bit off Tyr’s hand. 

All these creatures were to be re¬ 
leased for the final battle of Rag¬ 
norok in which the gods would be 
destroyed. 

I think next time we can discuss 
this final battle and talk a little 
about how the old Norse religious 
beliefs affected the outlook of the 
Vikings.

And I answer, “We gave 
them the idea at the time of the 
Nuremburg Trials, when we said no 
citizen was obligated to follow a 
government that he considered was 
acting improperly.”

FIRST ICELANDER 
TO COACH 

Tom Johnson has achieved one 
hockey distinction, even before his 
Boston Bruins win their first game: 
Tom is the first Icelander ever to be 
appointed coach of an NHL club. 

Johnson was born in Baldur, Man. 
inl928 and his father and mother 
were members of Manitoba’s colony 
of proud Icelanders who have made 
so many important contributions to 
their adopted province. Frank Fred- 
erickson, himself an Icelander and 
a member of Hockey’s Hall of Fame, 
refers to Johnson as “the last of the 
Icelandic hockey players.” 

Canada’s first Olympic Games 
hockey champion — the 1920 Win¬ 
nipeg Falcons — were composed en¬ 
tirely of Icelanders, with one excep¬ 
tion: Huck Woodman, whose name 
at least sounded Icelandic. Tom 
Johnson played high school hockey 
in Baldur. He played one year of 
junior for Winnipeg Monarchs and 
then joined Montreal Royals seniors 
at the age of 19. 

He turned professional with Buf¬ 
falo Bisons and Montreal Canadiens 
recalled him to the parent club after 
two seasons. 

After Johnson had been traded to 
the Boston Bruins, it was Chico 
Maki who ended Tom’s playing- 
carer when Maki’s skate severed 
Johnson’s achilles tendon. 

Tom’s home is Boston where he 
lives with his wife and son, Tom Jr.
